Fertilizing Wheat. 



The advisability of using commercial 
fertilizers on wheat is borne out by the 
following data obtained in experiments 
made under the writer's direction, and 
further illustrate the importance of 
plying soils with vegetable matte 
which complete fertilizers are used, 
rather thin land on which cowpeas i 
ptowed under and an application of 
nitraite of soda at the rate of 75 pounds 
and muriate of potash at the rate of 
37 5 pounds were applied the 
bushel of increase was 22 ci 
same land treated in like 
an application of 150 pounds of acid 
phosphate and 37.5 pounds of muriate 
of potash gave a bushel of increase at a 
cost of 16 cents. In these two instan- 
ces the increase from the use of ferti- 
lizers was between 10 and 11 bushels 
per acre. Acid phosphate alone ap- 
plied at the rate of 500 pounds per 
gave a bushel of increase at a co 
27 cents. We are of the opinion 
practically the same increase w 
have been obtained from possibly half 
the application, which would have re- 
duced the cost of a bushel of increase 
quite materially.
